THE FARM ROLLER. 


Its Value «•< How to l"»e It IB Fit- 


tJnjf Orouad For Wbrat. 


The roller is an implement which 


should be upon every far:n, and yet 
if it is used without an ::nJerstanding 
of its operations it may be produc- 
tive of harm instead of good, says a 
writer in Kural New Yorkt-r. 
The 


farm roller should be used in fitting 
the wheat ground. 
Ordinarily the 


roller i» looked upon as an implement 
with which to crush clods and with 
which to press the stones into the 
ground upon the meadow land. But 
when used upon wheat land it becomes 
something more than a clod crusher. 
It compacts the surface soil, it firms 
the seed bed, and as a result of its, 
action upon soils the harrow is made 
far more effective in its action. That 
this last statement is true can 
b-_- 


easily proved if one will take a fresh- 
ly plowed field, and roll a portion of it 
before harrowing. 
The truth of the 


statement is especially seen on sandy 


jTrrrxo GBOTTJTD WITH THE KOLUER. 


or loamy soils. 
By the use of the 


roller the surface particles of soil arc 
pressed closely together, and surface 
capillarity is greatly increased. 


It should be made a principle in farm 


practice that whenever the roller is 
used upon plowed land it should be 
followed with the harrow so that the 
surface soil n~£7 be again loosened and 
the escape of moisture be prevented. 


Where the roller is to lie used at 


the time of drilling in grain tbe roller 
should precede the drill. 
After the 


plants have appeared above ground 
and are from one to two inches high, 
the roller may be frequently used 
to advantage. It serves to firm the 
soil about the plant roots and gives 
them a firm contact with the soil: it 
pushes the small stones which may 
tie upon the surface into the ground 
and thus prepares the way for the 
reaper or mower. 


In fitting the land for wheat this fall 


th-j roller should be used to firm the 
subsurface soil, for wheat does best 
In our latitude when made to feed near 
the surface i;f the ground in the fall. 


A pre"au!ion which should always 


be observed is never to roll land when 
it is so moist as to be siicky, for then 
harm will bo done. Sandy, gravelly 
soils may be rolled often, but the har- 
row should follow soon after. 


White Specks In Batter. 


Mottles in butter and "white specks" 


are sometimes confounded and by 
some are considered the same, but 
there is a dillerenco. Mottled or streahy 
butter has been explained as being 
caused by an unequal distribution of 
the salt, but "white specks" have a 
different cause or causes. Sometimes 
when the milk is set m shallow pans 
they result from the cream drying on 
top, 
KO there are small portions that 


are so hard they do not churn into but- 
ler. 
Those particles do not take tbe 


color like the rest of the butter, and 
the "specks" are thus caused. This 
may be remedied by carefully struhv 
ing the cream when It is put into the 
churn. 


Another cause of "white specks" is 


this: When some milk is skimmed off 
with the cream, as is usually done in 
the case of deep cold setting, this milk 
settles to the bottom, gets overripe and 
forms a curd, -u hicli vull be so Lund 
us not to break up in churning and 
will not run off with the buttermilk, 
but will remain with the butter as 
"white specks,'1 or "flecks,'1 as they 
are sometimes called. 
This can bo 


remedied by not letting the cream 
stand so long before churning, by fre- 
quent stirring of the cream during the 
process of ripening or by straining tho 
cream, says Dairy Instructor C. 1*. 
Goodrich. 


Chinch Rner» In Corn. 


The Ohio station's adviro for deal- 


ing with the chinch biu'S in the corn 
is as follows: The chinch bug, though 
able to fly, prefers, to travel on the 
ground, ami its migration from wheat 
to oats or corn may be intercepted 
by making a V shaped trench, ns with 
the corner of a hoe or the outsidi; 
tooth of a cultivator, and pouring in n 
little conl tar. A line of tar an inch 
across will be sufficient. When a 
crust forms over the t.ir, it must bo 
freshened with a new supply. As the 
bugs enter a cornfield their progress 
may be Impeded by in-nm-nt cultiva- 
tion of the outside rows oC corn, tlms 
burying many of the bugs. When they 
cluster on the stalks of corn, they may 
bo killed by sprinkling with kerosene 
emulsion, made as follows, thrown 
.with Bulllcient force to uas>h them ott 
tho corn: 


Dissolve half n pound of soap in 


one gallon of water and beat to boil- 
Ing; 
remove from the lire anil while 


Jhot add two gallons of conl oil, churn- 
ing tho mixture with a force pump for 
fifteen minutes, or until it resembles 
buttermilk. 
To ench quart of this 


emulsion add fifteen quarts of wntor 
nnd apply ,wlth sprny purups or sprin- 
kling put. 


tho n»c of the sepnrntor doe*

PLANT LICE 


And tbe Big Brown Millers Th 


Produce Alfalfa Catvrorxu*. 


The green aphis, or plant louse, which 


attacks cucumbers and cantaloupes, is 
not an easy pest to combat. It makes 
Its appearance early in the season and 
confines Us attacks particularly to the 
trader side of the leaves, causing them 
*C ".url and eventually fall off. Vines 
sfictld be watched carefully, and upon 
the first indications that the pests are 
present the leaves should be plucied 
and destroyed and the under side of the 
vines thoroughly sprayed with a 10 to 
12 per cent strength of kerosene emul- 
sion. Tobacco decoction has also been 
locnd very effective, depending some- 
what opon- the kind used. The per 
cent cf nicotine present in tobacco 
stems is small, and, as It is very solu- 
ble, much of it may be lost, provided 
tie tobacco tas been le-t la an ex- 
posed place. 


A pound of good tobacco stems in 


two gallons of hot water ought to De- 
stroy this pest if the material is prop- 
erly applied. A spray nozzle with a 
bent neck extension will be necessary 
to reach the under surface of the 
leaves. A knapsack or bucket sprayer 
should be used, as it is difficult to get 
into a field with a barrel sprayer after 
the vines have obtained their present 
growth. The pest usually appears in 
spots, and such places should be care- 
fully watched, sprayed and treated to 
feeep it from spreading to other places. 


Large numbers of big brown millers 


have been noticed: this summer in 
houses, fields and out of the way places. 
These are the moths that lay the eggs 
of the alfalfa cutworms, of which we 
have always had more or less for the 
last fifteen years. 
When the larvae 


batch out, they begin depredations on 
the alfalfa and will often lop over on 
to the beetflelds adjoining. 
Running 


water around the fields is one of the 
remedies suggested, but Js frequently 
impracticable. 


The only real successful remedy for 


them oa the beets is a thorough spray- 
ing .with some arsenical mixture. It is 
sometimes found necessary to spray so 
strong as to kill the plants before hav- 
ing the desired effect on the worms. 
Therefore it is well to be prepared for 
them, and when they arrive a narrow 
strip can be thoroughly sprayed around 
the fields BO as to head them off as 
they approach.—Denver Field and 
Farm. 


_ STEAMED SILAGE. 


Interesting: Experiments In Oregon. 


Fodder Kept Bright and Street. 
The method of ensilaging forage 


crops commonly adopted has two dis- 
advantages, (1) loss in food elements 
and (2) the presence of organic acids, 
the product of chemical changes. The 
Oregon station has been aiming tc 
secure an Approximately acid free si- 
lage that could be fed ia sufficient 
quantities to supply a complete ration 
for a beef or dairy animal or, at least, 
furnish the larger portion of the ra- 
tion. To this end experiments have 
been conducted in the forcing of steam 
through the contents of the silo. Data 
at present are too scanty for the sta- 
tion to feel warranted in drawing any 
conclusion, but. according to a report 
just issued, it believes that it is work- 
ing in the right direction. 


Corn silage, as it usually comes from 


the silo, has undergone many changes 
since the time when the green material 
was put into the silo. One of the best 
ways of noting changes in silage is 
to keep track of the acidity. If the 
acidity of the material increases to any 
great extent, it is a sure indication 
that many changes have taken place 
in the silage in the silo; if the acidity 
does not increase then but few changes 
have taken place. The silage coming 
from the steamed silos was sweet and 
had undergone very little change since 
put in as green fodder. 


On opening one of the experimental 


silos after removing the surface foot 
of moifly silage the remainder of the 
silage was sweet and,bright and had 
a most pleasant odor, not at all like 
ordinary silage. In another "the silage 
iwas bright and sweet and had the 
odor of sweet corn when it is being 
cooked." 


No experimental feeding was under- 


taken to determine its value ns com- 
pared with silage put up in the ordi- 
nary way, but the cows ate it with 
avidity and seemed to do well on it. 


Broomcorn In the United Stfitcn. 
Although broomcorn is produced in a 


Email way In a number of states of the 
Union, the bulk of the commercial crop 
is the product of three states—Illinois, 
Kansas and Nebraska. 
Illinois pro- 


duces sucb a heavy proportion of the 
total that its output is of considerably 
greater importance than that of all the 
rest of the country combined. Prac- 
tically all the Illinois crop is produced 
in the central part of the state, Coles 
and Douglas counties being the center 
of tbe industry not only for the state, 
but for tbe entire country., ,,

Winter vetch may be sown either In 


the spring or falL Its behavior is mucn 
like field peas. 


Cowpeas may be nsed for fall pas- 


ture for hcgs and other stock.

The seeds, being very rich in protein 
and fat, give promise of becoming a 
substitute for linseed and cottonseed 
meal.

c.nd Protcetlfn From Hawks.. 


The plan of placing hens out to roam 


in pasture fields in summer is entirely 
practicable. In fact, it is just the plan 
I am following, except that ray hens 
are kept winter and summer ia tho 
outlying bouses. 
There will be no 


need of wire inclosures, provided the 
pastures are far enough removed from 
wtoter quarters, so that tbe hens do 
not come back to their old roaming 
grounds. Fifty or sixty rods should be 
far enough away to insure their stay- 
ing away. 


Where ground is reasonably smooth 


it would be entirely practicable to 
build good hocses on wooden runners, 
using the same house for both whiter 
and summer. 
A good team would 


move them, Lena and all, back and 
forth from place to place. It is better 
to locate them in an open field in sum- 
mer. If too close to an overhanging 
tree, the hens are liable to take to the 
tree daring the hot nights of summer. 
When this occurs, it is almost impossi- 
ble to teach them to go back to the 
perches upon the approach of winter. 


I have a number of houses without 


foundations. 
Corner stones support 


them about a foot above tbe ground. 
I feared at first that we would be 
bothered with hens laying under the 
houses, where it would be difficult to 
secure the eggs. This does not occur, 
however. Practically all the hens go 
inside to lay. They are always fed 
inside and generally kept shut up each 
morning until 7 or 8 o'clock. 


The space under the house is a favor- 


ite resort on rainy days, and during 
the midday heat of summer they spend 
most of their time there. It Is much 
cooler than the shade of a tree. 
In 


case of a fright from hawks, etc., they 
can scurry qnickly to cover. > 


My pastures are certainly improving 


year by year. They now furnish a good 
deal more feed for cattle after the hens 
cat all they want than they formerly 
did without tho 1,400 hens.— Cor. Sural 
New, Yorker.

SQUASH BUGS IN AUTUMN. 


It lc Important to Kill Off •• 


JKanr « Poiwible. 


The Bqnash bug so far as is known 


develops exclusively on plants of the 
squash vine family, including, beside* 
the squash, pumpkins, melons, cu- 
cumbers and gourds. In Xew Hamp- 
shire none of these plants grows wild 
to any extent; consequently the bugs 
that are present any spring will be 
only those that have developed the 
previous season upon plants grown by 
man. 


It ia the common practice to pay no 


attention late in summer and earlv In 
autumn to tbe swarms of young bugs 
developing upon the vines, becauso 
there is little danger of serious injury 
from them so late in the season, and 
this is the reason why the following 
spring the squash bugs swarm into 
the fields in such enormous numbers. 
Developing in autumn without moles- 
tation they migrate to the woods or 
other quarters for winter shelter, re- 
maining there until spring, when they 
come to attack tbe new crop. And, 
doubtless to a considerable extent, 
every grower may tneu be responsible 
for the attack upon his own vines, 
though, of course, there is more or 
less interchange of bugs from neigh- 
boring plantations. 


As a result of this condition it will 


be readily seen that it is important to 
kill off as many of the bugs in au- 
tumn as possible. 
This is especially 


true of the man who grows squashes 
in a region where few are grown by 
other people. At least as soon as the 
first frost kills the vines the planta- 
tion should be thoroughly gone over 
with one of the spray pumps that 
throw a combination of kerosene and 
water, and all the bugs that can he 
reached should be drenched with at 
least a 10 per cent mixture of kero- 
sene. 


A large proportion of the bugs at 


this time are in the later nymph stages 
and will be able to develop upon the 
juices of the stems and miniature 
squashes. 
They congregate in great 


numbers upon the latter and are there 
easily drenched with the spray. One 
should not be content with going over 
the field a single time. Many of the 
bugs will surely escape, so that the op- 
eration should be repeated as often as 
any considerable number of bugs are 
present.— New Hampshire Station. 


EASY PROPAGATION. 


Grape, 
Cnrrant and 
Goose'berrleB. 


Grapes are rather difficult to propa- 


gate from cuttings unless one has had 
some little experience. A Farm and 
Fireside writer recommends beginners, 
as a general rule, to grow them by lay- 
ering, which is very simple. To do thin 
successfully the new growth should be 
bent to the ground und covered for 
about a foot of its growth in the mid- 
dle of the cane with four to six inches 
of soil. 
Treated in this way, such 


branches will generally have a good 
root system by the time the leaves fall, 
when they may be taken up, cut into 


i two parts and treated as small, sepa- 


rate plants. 


Currants are best grown from cut- 


tings made early in September or any 
time after the leaves fall. They may 
also be made up later in the autumn or 
even in the spring with very good, re- 
sults. 
They should be made about 


eight inches long and preferably of the 
new growth. They should be planted 
out seven inches deep in good, rich, 
heavy soil, setting the cuttings about 
four inches apart in rows three feet 
apart. Great pains should be taken to 
firm the soil carefully around the cut- 
tings, so that they cannot be easily, 
displaced. 
"~ 


On the approach of winter cover the 


cuttings with a mulch of well rotted 
manure about two inches deep to pre- 
vent their being thrown out of the 
ground by frost. With this treatment 
it will be found that the cuttings are 
rooted before the winter sets in, and 
they will make a strong, vigorous 
growth in the spring. 


Gooseberries do not grow easily from 


cuttings in the northern states, where 
they are best grown by layering. Tins 
consists of bending the branches to tho 
ground the latter part of June or tho 
1st of July and burying a piece of the 
new growth for about six inches. 


Many small shoots that grow upon 


the branches will then produce roots, 
and they may be cut apart in autumn, 
when, if they are rooted ever so little, 
they will grow the next spring if plant- 
ed out and treated about as for cut- 
tings set in the spring. 


Little Nlcetle* of French Gardeners. 


Among the gardeners in France, says 


one iwho is visiting there. It is custom- 
ary for them to half pull up nnd tip 
over their cabbage plants $o that wa- 
ter may drain out of the leaves. They 
say tha,t If this is not dono the center 
will rot or tho leaves sun scald. This 
also prevents rapid growth and crack- 
ing open, if marketing is delayed. 


It is a very small garden in Franco 


.which does not have one or more shel- 
ters, cheaply bnllt and straw thatched 
perhaps, In which to keep the fruit 
nnd vegetables shaded from tho sun or 
protected from rain while the work of 
fathering ia going on. It is by just 
those little niceties of cnro in gathering 
nnd putting up their products that the 
French garden«ro put those on the 
market In fre*b and tempting condi- 
tion. 


Harvesting Onion Sets. 


Onion sets should bo harvested when 


ripe, as indicated by the tops turning 
yellow and dying down. If the soil is 
sandy, as it should be, a trowel may 
be run under the row and^the bulbs 
lifted out and thrown into a fine grain 
sieve and the sand sifted out. Or they 
may be loosened with a fine steel rake, 
getting well under the bulbs and rak- 
ing them together In windrows, to bo 
left for a few days to cure.

Broad, a maiden woaian, aged about 
GO years, was murdered in Cornish 
someti-ne last night, her body being 
found this morning in a clump of bush- 
es beside a cross road about three- 
quarters of a mile from her home. 


Miss Broad, who was a woman of 


qukt tastes and employed in what is 
known as the I. X. Brackett factory 
at Cornish. living with two 
other 


maiden ladies, Misses Greely and Hill, 
in a house about a mile from the cen- 
ter cf Cornish village. 


Wednesday morning the murdered 


•woman left her home and went to 
Conway, N. H., to attend the funeral 
of a relative. She returned to Corn- 
ish at 7 o'clock in 
the evening and 


alighting from the train started im- 
mediately towards home. 


About nine o'clock this morning her 


dead body, with a wound on the back 
of the head and in her mouth a hand- 
kerchief arranged as a gag, was found. 
The spot was a short distance from 
the side of a cross road branching 
from the road leading to her home. 
Appearances indicated that there had 
been a struggle before 
the woman 


gave up her life. 


The- wound in the back of the head 


had bled and her face was covered 
with blood which had trickled from 
scratches on her face. Tracks in the 
road were of such a character as to 
show that the woman had fought with 
her murderer and in the dust in sev- 
eral places were found bloody spots. 


At one o'clock this afternoon the 


cody was still lying where 
it 
was 


found, awaiting'the arrival of Coron- 
er Charles F. Moulton ol Sanford. 


The coroner's Jury viewed the body 


of the murdered woman this afternoon, 
out did not arrive at any decision, and 
adjourned till tomorrow noon. 


The autopsy showed that a twen- 


ty-two calibre revolver bullet had en- 
[terecl the right side against the third 
rib, glanced over the breast bone and 
lodged 
in 
left 
side. 
Anoth- 


er bullet entered just above the right 
eye. 


Charles Dale of Sanford, a negro, 


was arrested this afternoon on sus- 
picion of being concerned in the mur- 
der, but there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him and he was released 
tonight. No other arrests have been 
made. 


No ether theory than that of rob- 


bery has been advanced as a motive 
lor the crime.

Here Is a vast deposit of coal, not tbe 


fcsclt of numan labor, bat of thou- 
sands of years of action of sunlight 
and heat upon decaying vegetable mat- 
ter. This coal, this deposit of tfce nat- 
ural forces that ministers to tbe wants 
enfl needs of the children of men. ! 
should be, ought to be, tbe common 
property of all. If an individual has 
the right to take possession of this 
part of the earth, this storehouse of j 
nature; If he has tbe r'sht to place 
blmsclf at tbe door and say. "All of 
yoa \vbo want coal must pay tribute 
to me;" if^be bas the right to do this. 
be bas tfttT right to own the entire 
earth. He has the right to monopolize 
the sun if be can, and he would very 
promptly claim it if be could rcacb it 
and, if be could reach it, within a week 
there would be a meter on every sun- 
beam. Here are a hundred men who 
set to work; they develop a mine and 
produce 100 tons of coal. What part 
of this coal are they entitled to? If 
they are not entitled to all of it 1 
would like to have you tell me what 
part any one else is entitled to. If 
these hundred men are entitled to 100 
per cent of the product of their labor, 
it follolrs logically, and tbcro is no es- 
cape from the conclusion, that the 
working class nt large is entitled to 
the full product of its toil. Now, do 
yon know what per cent It is actu- 
ally getting? The working class can 
today, with the aid of modern machin- 
ery, produce from twenty to fifty 
times as much as it could sixty years 
ago, but the very instrument of pro- 
duction, the machine, whicb bas in- 
creased the productive capacity, bas 
also, privately owned, increased the 
• 


competition among tbe workers aud 
lowered their- wages. 


It used to require some years to 


learn a trade. The skill of tbe trade 
places tbe workingman above tbe lev- 
el of indiscriminate competition. 
I3e 


then received practically the product 
of bis toil. If be was a shoemaker and 
did not get' the equivalent of bis labor. 
IS could quit the service of his employ- 
er. He could Invest tbe §oO that be 
had saved in the few .tools of his trade. 
tbe lapstone, hammer, knife and a few 
pegs, rent a shop and commence mak- 
ing shoes on -his own account. This 
was true of the carpenter, the tailor 
and other skilled workers. There were 
certain well defined crafts, and when a 
man had mastered his trade the tools 
were simple and cheap, and he could 
buy these and set to work, and be was 
the master of what his labor produced. 
In tunt day there was no overpopula- 
tion. Now, as I have said, the machine 
lias Increased tbe productive capacity 
to a marvelous degree. Why does not 
the worker have from twenty to fifty 
times as much of everything as he bad 
fifty or sixty years ago? I will tell 
you: When the machine came, it ab- 
sorbed the skill of tbe trade— that ia to 
eay, as tbe machine became mere per- 
fect it could be operated by unskilled 
labor. The capitalist must have cheap 
labor to control the market llero ia 
a v/oman. The wage of her husband 
has gone down; be can no longer sup- 
port bis family; tbe woman must leave 
home and become a factor In industry. 
Millions of women are so employed, 
aud rniltkras of children are in compe- 
tition with them. As a result the wage 
steadily declines. The workingman 
produces In abundance, but he only 
consumes up »o the point of tbe wage 
he receives. What is the wage he son- 
receives? (You have been told over and 
over again that the wage la higher to- 
day than It ever was, an untruth on 
tbe face of It, and I challenge contra- 
diction. The .wage of the worker in 
proportion to the production is smaller 
today than it ever was in the history 
of the country. -Let us get down to ac- 
tual figures. In 1800 out of every $10 
.worth of finished product the working 
man received $2.22, according to the 
Census reports. After a lapse of ten 
years we find that instead of $2.22 he 
received but §L77 lu 1000, or a frac- 
tion over 17 per cent of what his labor 
produced. As the machine multiplies, 
aa the competition sharpens between 
men, {women and children, his wage 
diminishes in inverse ratio as bis prod- 
uct increases. 


Now, when work was dono by hand 


the ,workingman, who is the consumer 
aa .well as the producer, furnished a 
market tor what his labor produced. 
Everything was done by tho elow, and 
tedidus process of band labor. It took 
three or fonr daye to make a suit of 
clothes, and now, you can mnke-one In 
a few. minutes. Then men were as a 
rule well dressed. 'Now thousands are 
in ragg because {we can make clothes 
too easy. 'When it took a long time to 
make a suit ot clothes, the worker ab- 
sorbed a good deal of the product of 
others svhile making tbo clothes. Tho 


! workers also .wore hata and clothoa 
! and 8hoo& (They simply exchanged 
iwltb each other, and every community 


, supplied it* own wants. Overproduc- 
tion and tbo struggle for o foreign 
market wa» practically unknown. But 
today the machine operated by a child 
produces thew articles In abundance, 
but the machine docs not .wear bats 
and clotbcs and shoo. Do yoa BOA tho 
point? (The machine. In other iwords, 
doe* o6t provide a market (or what it 
produce* and for many jeart wo have 
produced not more than mr« can o«e, 
but more than wo can Mil. for th« 
great body of tho jurortcr* can only 
buy a small «hnr» of what th«y pro* 
duce. Now) the capitalist data cannot 
absorb tbo •orpins, and that la why 
oar soldier* are In the Philippine Is- 
lands today,
